Tuesday morning marked 
the Development Appeal hear¬ 
ing against Tara Projects’ de¬ 
velopment permit to build a 
containment system to try 
and keep dust, paint and noise 
from disturbing their 
neighbors. Appealing the per¬ 
mits is Karen and Rod Flack, 
who live in the College Green 
condos across the street from 
Tara Projects, who felt that 
not enough information was 
given about the system, and 
they have concerns it will not 
solve the problems. 

Rod Flack did a quick pres¬ 
entation before his wife, stat¬ 
ing that his main problems 
with Tara was from the noise 
and air pollution from the 
sandblasting, painting, grind¬ 
ing and welding, which stem 
from the fact that operations 
of Tara are conducted much 
of the time in the open yard. 


Rod suggested there are 
methods of controlling both 
the air and noise pollution 
with filters, insulation and 
mufflers, and that to date none 
of these methods appear to 
have been a priority, explored 
or implemented. 

“When the shop doors are 
left wide open when work is 
going on, the noise does rever¬ 
berate and does carry to the 
outside area,” said Rod. 

Rod requested that Marty 
Sheridan (Tara owner) and 
Tara Projects cooperate fully 
and immediately with the 
Planning Commission and De¬ 
velopment Officer to overcome 
all the problems indicated in 
the appeal. 

“In point of fact we cer¬ 
tainly don’t want to close 
down Tara Projects or drive 
them out of town, but we do 
want them to comply com¬ 
pletely with article 3.1.1 of the 
Didsbury Industrial One zon¬ 


ing by-law and to eliminate 
the external, objectionable or 
dangerous conditions within 
this district, as well as to 
eliminate all the factors 
which are regarded as nui¬ 
sances which cause adverse 
effects to the users of adjacent 
lands.” 

Karen stated in her pres¬ 
entation that she lacked con¬ 
fidence that the proposed con¬ 
tainment system will be effec¬ 
tive in controlling both prob¬ 
lems they experience, envi¬ 
ronmental pollution and the 
noise, both of equal concern. 

“The specifics for the con¬ 
tainment system presented by 
Mr. Marty Sheridan at the 
July 27, 2005 Municipal Plan¬ 
ning Commission was far too 
vague and did not provide us 
with the assurance that the 
problems would be adequately 
resolved,” said Karen. “We do 
understand from conversa¬ 
tions with Alberta Environ¬ 


ment, and from examining the 
proposed system that the 
mesh will address most, but 
not likely all, of the dust emis¬ 
sion problems.” Brian 
Forestell, Sheridan's lawyer, 
said that Tara Projects was 
committed to being a good 
neighbor, and applied for the 
development permit to elimi¬ 
nate the problems. The initial 
containment system that was 
planned has now been up¬ 
graded at a considerable ex¬ 
pense, and it will now be en¬ 
tirely in-door. “One hundred 
percent of the dust and emis¬ 
sions will be contained, and 
the sound will be reduced sub¬ 
stantially,” said Forestell. 
“This is a high end system 
that will eliminate the prob¬ 
lems.” The system is esti¬ 
mated to cost Tara $120,000 
to put in, and will take about 
10 weeks to install. The De¬ 
velopment Appeal Board has 
15 days to make a decision.

MVC By- 
election set 
to take place

Three women, all long-time 
residents of Mountain View 
County will be battling for a 
seat on Mountain View Coun¬ 
ty’s council in the upcoming by- 
election for division 2. 

Joy Gano, 53, Jamie Veres, 
37, and Peggy Wigton, 49 have 
all tossed their hats into the 
political ring hoping to be the 
one to garner the most number 
of votes on October 17 when 
voters in the Cremona/Water 
Valley area head to the poles, 
yet again. 

A by-election was forced af¬ 
ter second-terr.i Councillor 
Charlie Van Arnam resigned, 
after the majority of council 
voted to fire long-time Chief 
Administrative Officer (CAO) 
Harold Johnsrude - a move he 
disagreed with. 

He resigned following the 
vote to release Johnsrude say¬ 
ing he couldn’t work with a 
council that was taking the 
County in a direction he 
strongly disagreed with. 

In order for residents of di¬ 
vision 2 to make an informed 
decision on who to vote for 
there are two candidate forums 
being hosted in the near future. 

On Tuesday, October 4 at 
7:30 p.m. there will be a forum 
being hosted at the Cremona 
Legion at 7:30 p.m. As well on 
Wednesday, October 12 resi¬ 
dents are invited to the Water 
Valley Hall where there will be 
a second forum held, also at 
7:30 p.m. 

Once voters are well in¬ 
formed and have their minds 
made up on who they are go¬ 
ing to vote for, they can pre¬ 
pare for election day. 

The actual election day will 
be held on Monday, October 17 
at two separate locations. Resi¬ 
dents can vote at the Cremona 
Legion on election day from 10 
a.m. to 8 p.m. or can vote at 
the Water Valley Hall, during 
those same hours. 

Residents who require to 
vote prior to the election can 
vote at the advanced pole on 
Tuesday, October 11 at the 
Cremona Legion from 10 a.m.

LEARNING CURVE 

Humans and oil: where did

In case some of my readers 
forgot, as I obviously did, I set 
out to climb a learning curve 
about the oil and gas industry 
and, hopefully, bring interested 
Albertans along with me. 

Allow me to begin at the 
beginning, which apparently is 
in the 1700’s for North 
America. 

European explorers docu¬ 
mented First Nations people 
in the Athabasca region using 
tar-like bitumen around that 
time and started reporting 
pools of pitch and bitumen ac¬ 
cording to a very informative 
website I found, 

www.centreforenergy.com. 

If you search, you can find 
references to humans using oil 
seeping from the ground in 
various parts of the world and 
China drilling for oil as far 
back as 300 A.D. The informa¬ 
tion I found depicts people us¬ 
ing the seeping tar as a water¬ 
proof coating for boats and an 
adhesive for various purposes. 


It appears that it wasn’t 
until the mid-1800’s, when 
Abraham Gesner of Halifax de¬ 
veloped a “fractional distilla¬ 
tion process” to produce kero¬ 
sene from coal, that people 
started using fossil fuels as en¬ 
ergy sources. 

Credit for the first North 
American oil well goes to 
James Williams in Enniskillen 
Township, Ontario. Interesting 
isn’t it that Canada’s oil indus¬ 
try had its beginnings in On¬ 
tario. By the late 1800’s, On¬ 
tario had refineries that suf¬ 
fered economic losses when 
electricity and natural gas be¬ 
came the preferred sources of 
energy for lighting. 

It wasn’t until 1914 that the 
oil industry moved west to Al¬ 
berta with the Dingman #1 
well sparking the first oil boom 
in Turner Valley. This coin¬ 
cided with the First World War 
that increased demand dra¬ 
matically. This seems to be the 
time when modern oil and gas 
industry begins. Global explo¬ 
ration and discovery begins 


finding oil all over the place. 

Originally, people found oil 
by looking for seeps and pools 
of it. Sometimes, they discov¬ 
ered it while digging or drill¬ 
ing a water well. (There’s that 
Jed Clampett story again.) 
When it became a more lucra¬ 
tive raw commodity, they be¬ 
gan mining it in a most crude 
way and I’m glad I wasn’t an 
oil miner in those days. I found 
a reference to oil miners work¬ 
ing in tunnels where they be¬ 
came covered in oil during the 
course of their work. There¬ 
fore, to save on clothes, they 
mined naked and didn’t wash 
until the end of their shift. Talk 
about work place hazards and 
we’ve come a long way baby! 

Modern oil and gas explora¬ 
tion uses aerial and satellite 
surveys to find potential res¬ 
ervoirs. They look at magnetic 
fields, gravity and radiation 
data. If they are looking for 
new sources in producing ar¬ 
eas, they include data about 
existing wells and any other 
information available. 


it start? 

If they think they have a 
likely source, they do a seismic 
survey. The earliest reference to 
seismic technology I can find is 
that David Milne invented a 
seismometer to measure earth¬ 
quakes in 1841. It’s clear in the 
information I found that seis¬ 
mic technology played a role in 
the oil industry by the 1960’s. 
Seismic technology uses sound 
waves to map underground for¬ 
mations. There are two types of 
seismic surveys: two-dimen¬ 
sional and three-dimensional. 

If the seismic data looks 
promising, they drill a “wild 
cat” well. They take informa¬ 
tion from cuttings and chip sam¬ 
ples, cores through layers and 
wireline logs. A wireline log 
measures the permeability, po¬ 
rosity and fluid composition of 
the well. 

If they find oil or gas, 
they do a flow test, which is 
the last step in oil and gas 
discovery and the first step 
of development decision tree 
and that’s next month’s 
topic. 


High speed chase on Hwy 2

A high-speed chase over 
the weekend ended safely 
with the driver being appre¬ 
hended and injuries being 
avoided. 

Olds RCMP along with 
cars from the Innisfail and 
Red Deer detachments raced 
at speeds up to 170 km/h 
along Highway 2 during the 
late evening on Sept. 24. 

At one point, the stolen 
2001 Dodge pickup truck 


was travelling northbound 
in the southbound lane on 
Highway 2 trying to outrun 
the police. 

“We had to advise oncom¬ 
ing traffic to move over to 
avoid a head on and there 
was a lot of maneuvering in 
and out of the ditches,” Cpl.

The chase began after 
Olds RCMP were told to be 
on the lookout for a stolen 
Rimbey vehicle that was in¬ 


volved in a “gas and dash” 
in Sundre. 

The vehicle was spotted 
entering from the west of 
Olds where it refused to 
stop and sped away. 

Police pursued the vehi¬ 
cle for half and hour before 
finally stopping the truck 
near Penhold when it ran 
over spike belts deployed on 
the road. 

Trevor John Sampson, 
24, of Rimbey now faces 
multiple charges including 


theft, flight from police, dan¬ 
gerous driving, mischief and 
possession of a controlled 
substance. 

Mercier said Sampson was 
found with an undisclosed 
amount of crack cocaine in 
his possession.

Sampson appeared at the 
Didsbury Provincial Court¬ 
house on Sept. 26 and re¬ 
mains in custody pending a 
Oct. 12 bail hearing.

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The facts about what is happening in town 


Dear Editor; 

It is unusual for me to re¬ 
ply to a letter to the editor, how¬ 
ever, I would like to correct 
some facts, which were cited by 
Mr. Gary Halfyard in his let¬ 
ter to the editor in the Septem¬ 
ber 20th edition of the Didsbury 
Review. 

1. Garbage fee increase: 

Administration did contact 
other municipalities regarding 
the garbage fees they charge 
their citizens. We did not call 
them to ask them to raise their 
rates. Rather we called them 
to see what their rates were 
and to see if our proposed rates 
were out of line with our 
neighbors. We were pleased to 
find that our proposed fees 
were still lower than most of 
our neighoring municipalities. 

The Town of Didsbury is in 
competition with every munici¬ 
pality in Alberta. Every mu¬ 
nicipality wants to have com¬ 
petitive fees. We want 
Didsbury to look attractive to 
potential new residents and 
potential new business. The 
Bay checks to see what Sears 
is charging. The Co-op checks 
the prices in Extra Foods and 
the Town of Didsbury checks 
with the Town of Carstairs. 
That’s good business. 

Further, we are trying to 
develop a user pay system for 
all utilities including garbage. 
It is unfair for any citizen to 
have to pay for a service they 
don’t receive. We need to do 
more recycling and save our 
landfill and the Town has to 
facilitate this. It takes time but 
we are going to make it hap¬ 
pen. 


Further, it should be noted 
at the Brown Bag Lunch spon¬ 
sored by the Didsbury and Dis¬ 
trict Chamber of Commerce 
held this past week, the Cham¬ 
ber commended Council on 
their initiative to enforce this 
eleven-year-old bylaw. 

4. Residential Assess¬ 
ments 

Neither Council nor Admin¬ 
istration has anything to do 
with the assessment of the 
value of your property. An in¬ 
dependent assessor who is re¬ 
sponsible for determining the 
market value of each property 
in town does the assessments. 
The Province of Alberta con¬ 
ducts periodic audits to ensure 
that these assessments are 
both unbiased and accurate. 
The assessments reflect market 
value. Neither the Town Ad¬ 
ministration nor Council has 
anything whatsoever to do 
with the process except to en¬ 
sure that it is completed. 

5. Lagoon 

As I write this letter, the 
Town has not heard back from 
the Town engineers who are 
analysing the test data that was 
completed during the past few 
weeks on the lagoon and, as 
such, no one, not even the en¬ 
gineers know what work 
needs to be done at the lagoon 
to prolong its projected life. 
Therefore, the two million dol¬ 
lar figure quoted by Mr. 
halfyard is not based upon fact. 

6. Staffing Levels 

Mr. Halfyard should be 
aware that the staffing levels 
at the Town of Didsbury have 
been reduced and all summer, 


we have been working at a re¬ 
duced level. It is anticipated 
that we will continue at this 
present reduced level for the 
foreseeable future. 

As an objective outsider, I 
can testify that we have been 
able to meet our goals as an 
organization even at reduced 
staffing levels because of our 
talented, hard working and 
dedicated employees. I am in 
the fortunate position of being 
able to compare the strength 
and the level of expertise of the 
Town of Didsbury staff to nu¬ 
merous other municipal staffs 
in the province and I can at¬ 
test that the citizens of 
Didsbury are very fortunate. 

I respect Mr. Halfyard’s 
opinions, however, I would like 
to provide the facts to the citi¬ 
zens of Didsbury and assure 
everyone that Administration 
is not trying to put our hands 
any deeper into your back 
pockets than we absolutely 
need to. Administration is de¬ 
termined to operate the Town 
of Didsbury like a business; we 
are challenged to get every 
penny of value out of each tax¬ 
payer dollar and we are trying 
hard to attract new residents 
and new businesses, so that we 
can keep taxes at a reasonable 
level. Our challenges are many 
and they are great but Coun¬ 
cil, the Administration and 
Staff of the Town of Didsbury 
are determined to work with 
citizens such as Mr. Halfyard 
to make Didsbury the best it 
can be.

2. Tara Projects 

Unfortunately, Mr. Halfyard 
was not at the Development 
Appeal Board hearing or he 
would have heard repeatedly 
that both the appellant and the 
respondent do not want Tara 
Projects to leave Town but 
rather both parties are deter¬ 
mined to work together to re¬ 
solve the differences that exist.

3. Two Hour Parking 

By enforcing the two-hour 
parking by-law, Council was 
responding to concerns, which 
were directed to them. This 
was definitely not a cash grab. 
During the first week of en¬ 
forcement, there were seven 
tickets issued. At $40 per 
ticket. Council’s response to 
the concerns of citizens doesn’t 
even cover the cost of enforce¬ 
ment - far from a cash grab.

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QUESTION: What encouragement can you offer to those 
of us who are single parents? Each day seems more difficult 
than the one before it. Can you help plead our case to those 
who don’t understand what we're facing? 

DR. DOBSON: In my view, single parents have the 
toughest job in the universe! Hercules himself would tremble 
at the range of responsibilities people like you must handle 
every day. It's difficult enough for two parents with a solid 
marriage and stable finances to satisfy the demands of 
parenting. For a single mother or father to do that task excel¬ 
lently over a period of years is evidence of heroism. 

The greatest problem faced by single parents, especially 
young mothers like yourself, is the overwhelming amount of 
work to be done. Earning a living, fixing meals, caring for 
kids, helping with homework, cleaning house, paying bills, 
repairing the car, handling insurance, doing the banking, the 
income tax, etc., can require 12 hours a day or more. She 
must continue that schedule seven days a week, all year long. 
Some have no support from family or anyone else. It's enough 
to exhaust the strongest and healthiest woman. And where 
does she find the time and energy to meet her social and emo¬ 
tional needs — and how does she develop the friendships on 
which that part of her life depends? This job is no easier for 
most fathers, who may find themselves trying to comb their 
daughter's hair and explain menstruation to their preteen 
girls. 

There is only one answer to the pressures single parents 
face. It is for the rest of us to give them a helping hand. They 
need highly practical assistance, including the friendship of 
two-parent families who will take their children on occasion 
to free up some time. Single moms need the help of young 
men who will play catch with their boys and take them to the 
school soccer game. They need men who will fix the brakes 
on the Chevy and patch the leaky roof. They need an extended 
family of believers to care for them, lift them up and remind 
them of their priorities. Perhaps most important, single par¬ 
ents need to know that someone cares about them and is will¬ 
ing to help share their burden. 

Thankfully, churches today are becoming more sensitive 
to the needs of single parents. More congregations are offer¬ 
ing programs and ministries geared to the unique concerns of 
those with special needs. I'd advise every single parent to find 
such a church or fellowship group and make himself or her¬ 
self at home there. Fellowship and support can be the key to 
survival. 

Those among my readers who want to help mothers or 
fathers raising kids alone might start by giving them a sub¬ 
scription to Single-Parent Family magazine, from Focus on 
the Family.

QUESTION: We have always laughed a lot in our family, 
sometimes at each other. Is that good or bad? 

DR. DOBSON: It is healthy to be able to laugh to¬ 
gether in a family. We ought to be able to tease and joke with 
each other without having to worry about getting an angry 
overreaction in response. But when the laughter is always at 
the expense of the most vulnerable member of the family, it 
can be destructive. 

Even innocent humor is painful when it's the same child 
who is the object of ridicule. Unfortunately, that's the way it 
often happens. When one youngster has an embarrassing 
characteristic, such as bed-wetting, thumb-sucking or stut¬ 
tering, the other members of the family should be encouraged 
to tread very softly on the exposed nerves thereabouts. And a 
child should never be ridiculed for his or her size, whether 
he's a small boy or a large girl. 

This is the guiding principle: It's wise not to tease a child 
about the features that he or she is also defending outside the 
home. If that youngster is hearing about some obvious flaw 
all day long, he or she certainly doesn't need more flak from 
the family. And when that child asks for a joke to end, the 
request should be honored. 

Being the butt of everyone’s ridicule is a formula for life¬ 
long resentment, and there's just nothing funny about that 
happening.
